Richardson, “pointed out the 
menace of a dry year and suc- 
gested legislation to stop the care- 
less handling of cigarettes. The 
flamingly advertised cigarettes con- 
tain salt peter to make them burn 
more rapidly and when thrown 
from automobiles cause grass and 
forest fires. When thrown down in 
buildings they cause hundreds of 
Ares.“

The majority of these laborers, 
Minister Colunga said, seek ag- 
ricultural work in Southern Cali- 
fornia and Texas after reaching 
the United States. They begin the 
return journey to Mexico in Octo- 
ber and November but as most 
of them spend all they bave while 
in the United States the govern- 
ment is forced to make provision 
for their return. 

Minister Colunga stated that or- 
ders have been issued to an

Morgan Aid Endangering 
Institutions That Bought 
Up French Money 


IBY CABLS—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 


LONDON, March 21—it ts a- 


serted in the city of London that 
a number of banks in Amster- 
dam, Zurich and Vienna are like- 
ly to be in difficulties shortly, 
having been caught in the great 
franc squeeze. These banks had 
been heavily bearish on the franc 
market, and when J. Pierpont 
Morgan of New York and Mr. 
Lazard in London stepped in to 
support the Bank of France they 
prepared to accept the loss 82 
paying the differences. 

The Bahk of France, however, 
went into the market buying all 
the francs offered and, refused to 
settle on this basis, but insists on 
its right to the delivery of actual 
francs. It is impossible to ob- 
tain any estimate of the number 
of francs thus contracted for, but 
it is stated freely that there is not 
enough francs in the world to 
meet the demand. One Amster- 
dam bank is said,.a few days be- 
fore the rise, to have sold $5,000,- 
000 worth of francs for delivery 
in a month. 

It is possible that London banks 
may have to come to the rescue 
to prevent a general panic.

Citizens’ Committee Accords 
‘Unanimous Approval 


Fire and Police Issues Get

by the Citizens’ Committee of Ten 
Thousand which met at the Hotel 
Clark and unanimously indorsed 
the $1,600,000 police and $3,000,- 
000 tire bénd issues which will 


and the $34,634,000 school bond 
issue which will be voted upon in 
June. Action on the other bond 
imeues was def until next 
Thursday's meeting of the com- 
mittee, 

The greatest enthusiasm pre- 
vailed among the members of the 
committee over the need for the 
school bonds Bruce A. Find- 
lay, assistant to Superintendent of 
Schools Dorsey, a dad the 
committee and set forth the nec- 
easity for the school bond issue. 
As outiined by him, the pro- 
posed bond issue will ptovide the 
following: 

Out of elementary school funds; 
Buildings: One hundred and ten 
new buildings, ranging from eight 


these buildings will be on new 
sites. Thirty-two additions to old 
buildings, ranging from one to 
twelve rooms. ( y one of these 
is a one-room addition.) 
Land: Additional ground for 124 
existing schools. Forty new sites, 
twenty-five of which will have new 
buildings, as indicated above. The 
other new sites will be furn 
with-bungalows, a® th are in 
suburban districts not densely 
populated. 
Out of high school funds; Buitld- 
ings: Ten additional buildings to the 
junior high schools, (two-thirds of 
the cost of which is for elemen- 
tary children, although financed 
out of high school funds.) Nine 
new junior high schools. Seven- 
teen additions to senior high 
achools and eight new senior high 
schools. Out of the present bond 
money two junior high school sites 
land one senior high school site 
have been purchased, for which 
the new bond issue must provide 
the buildings. 
Land: Additional ground for sev- 
en existing junior high schools and 
seven new sites. Additional ground 
for seven existing senior high 
schools and seven new senior high 
school sites. (These are required 
by the excessive size of the high 
school district and the rapid 
growth of the new centers of pop- 
ulation.) 
Economies: The bullding pro- 
gram_in Los Angeles has been car 
ried on with a view to the utmost 
economy. All auditoriums in ele- 
mentary school buildings are con- 
structed so that they are used dur-~- 
ing the day for schoolrooms. We 
are building no gymnasiums 
elementary schools. In other 
of the country both auditoriums 
and gymnasiums are constructed. 
With us, the physical training tn 
the elementary schools is very 
la ly carried on outside of schoo! 
bulidings. All buildings are Ge- 
signed so that additions may be 
made without teari the original 
building to pleces. We have de- 
stroyed thus far only two small 
bulldings, which buildings were in 
such condition that they could not 
be moved for further use. 
Classes are now being held in 
approximately 600 temporary lo- 
cations many off which are very 
inadequate and | Insanitary, vis: 
Tents, bungalows, churches, store 
buildings, shacks, poorly ventilated 
and meagerly lighted basements. 
hallways and cloak-roomia. 
classes are being held out of 
doors on roofs, ete., when the 
weather permits and in hallways 
in inclement weather. 
The following figures show the 
number of overcrowded rooms as 
of February 29, 1924: Number of 
rooms in thé school system with 
forty and over, 1145: number of 
rooms in the school system with 
forty-five and over, 243: number 
of rooms in the school stem with 
fifty and over, sixty-eight.

One man was killed instantly,

February churning 
cream brought 54 cents. sweet 
cream 58 1-2 cents and milk 63 to 
66 cents. Market quotations were 
about a cent lower during the 
month. Churning cream brought 
56 to 57 cents during January, 
sweet cream 61 cents, and milk 
65 to 68 cents. 

Dairymen are now irrigating 
their pastures to promote growth 
of green feeds. Practically all are 
irrigating alfalfa, and those who 
irrigated some weeks ago are now 
cutting their first hay.

WORST CONGRESS 
It requires a certain twisted genius for 
inefliciency for any Congress to establish 
a record as the worst one that ever sat in 
Washington. But the present Congress has, 
without doubt, toppled all previous records 
It is the worst beyond all rivalry. 

The nearest it has come to any semblance 
of conscious intelligence is in petty mud 
flinging and cowardly, weak-spined buck- 
passing. Except for these petty and wretch- 
ed indications of relationship to the human 
family, the present Congress would undoubt- 
edly be accredited by science to some one 
of the lower orders of vegetable growth. 

By an unfortunate coincidence it came 
into power at a critical period of American 
history. Two great pieces of constructive 
legislation were necessary to be molded and 
passed at this session. 

One was the adoption of a basic immigra- 
tion law which should serve as a newly pro- 
claimed principle of American domestic pol- 
icy. In the past there has been no immi- 
gration policy in a larger sense. We just 
threw the gates wide open and requested 
them to stand in line and not unnecessarily 
crowd each other off the wharves; that was 
all. 

But with the ending of the war it became 
clear that a new policy had become neces- 
sary. War-torn, war-impoverished, hungry 
Europe showed every sign of making a wild 
stampede for our shores in numbers far be- 
yond what we could possibly cbsorb—even 
if we wished to. Worse, the character of 
this immigration straining at the leash in 
Europe was such as would inevitably alter 
the traditional standards of our institutions. 


No real progress seems to have been 
made toward the passage of this legislation 
beyond endless wrangles and endless strug- 
gles to placate the labor unions on the one 
end and the foreign voters on the other. 
Between the two Congress has rushed blind- 
ly back and forth; bawling like a yearling 
calf trying to find a hole in a corral fence.

Head of Drug Education 
Drive Would Mete Out 
Drastic Punishment 


“Dope peddling is a more hein- 
ous crime than murder,” was the 
statement made by John G. Mott 
yesterday at a meeting of the Cit- 
izens’ Committee of the Interna- 
tional Nurcotic Education Asso- 
ciation at the Alexandria. We im- 
pose a life sentence or death on 
the man who takes another man’s 
life, and yet he merely destroys 
the temporal being. How much 
more heinous is the crime of him 
who detroys the spiritual being of 
his fellow-man.“ 

In this connection Mr. Mott cited 
the fact that a man dealing in nar- 
cot ies and recently caught was con- 
victed and then put on probation. 

“The severest penalties should 
be imposed upon, these criminals,” 
he declared. They should be giv- 
en no leniency. One man—a ped- 
dler, who was apprehended only 
afew days ago by the Federal 
authorities has sold 13,000 grains 
of morphine during the last year. 
Just think what a terrible power 
for evil that one individual rep- 
resents.“

LOBSTER PATTIES 

Peggy. Van Nuys, wants a recipe 
for creamed lobster to serve in 
patty shells and wants to know if 
the should serve bread or crack- 
ers with it. 

We would not serve any bread or 
crackers with this dish as the 
shells are enough. 

For the lobster melt one and 4 
half tablespoons of butter in 2 
saucepan and add two cups of 
cooked lobster meat cut in dice, 
shake the pan until all of the but- 
ter ie absorbed, add a light sea- 
soning of salt and white pepper 
and three tablespoons of orange 
juice, cook slowly until nearly dry, 
cover and keep warm over hot 
water. Melt two tablespoons of 
butter and work to a smooth paste 
with two tablespoons ot sifted 
flour, stir in slowly one cup of 
thin cream. a dash of cayenne pepr 
per and one-third of a tesespoon 
of salt, stir and cook until thick 
and smooth and keep hot over 
hot water. Beat the yolks of two 
eggs with four tablespoons of hot 
orange juice and two tablespoons 
of the white sauce, stir and cook 
until the yolks are set, stir 
into the white sauce, add the lobster 
and fill the hot patty shells with 
it. If the sauce is too ick 
thin with a little cream. 


ENCHILADAS 

C. FE. N., Paso Robles, asks that 
we give recipe for enchiladas. 

Have ready six tortillas or six thin 
pancakes made with white corn 
meal six “inches in diameter. Re- 
move the seeds from a quarter of 
a pound of dry chill peppers and 
wash in three waters; dry, place 
in saucepan, cover with water and 
boll ten minutes; drain and rub 
through a sieve adding a little 


of the water to loosten the pulp, |

WHITE CAKE 

F. P. E., Bell, wantes recipe for 
a three-layer white cake, red beans 
cooked with hamburg steak and 
wants to know if one block t 
butter ts a cup. 

One block of butter is one quar- 
ter of a pound or half a cup, two 
blocks are half a pound or one 
cup. 

For a three-larer white cake beat 
half a cup of butter to a cream 
and gradually beat into it two 
cups of sifted sugar, beat until! 
light and creamy with the grated 
rind of one lemon. Beat the whites 
of four eggs to a stiff froth and 
beat them into the creamed but- 
ter and sugar a little at a time. 
Sift three and a quarter cups of 
sifted flower with six level tea- 
spoons of baking powder and one- 
quarter of a teaspoon of salt and 
add to the mixture, alternately. 
with one cup of milk, beating vig- 
orousty all the time. Beat three 
minutes and pour into three floured 
and buttered nine-inch layer cake 
tins and bake in a moderate oven. 


RED BEANS 


Place in a saucepan one table- 
epoon of lard, add one chopped 
clove of garlic and half a pound 
of chopped lean beef: stir and coo 
until the meat ts lightly browned; 
add two cups of soaked red beans 
and enough water to cover, bring 
to a boil, reduce the heat, cover 
and simmer slowly until the beans 
ure soft. Add seasoning of salt 
and two tablespoons of chili pow- 
der wet with a little cold water. 
Boil up and serve. 


SPARE RIBS

BOILED HAM

in the kettle, cover with half 
water and cider, add one onion 
stuck with four whole cloves, one 
bay leaf, one small stick of cin- 
namon, two stalks of celery and 


six whole pepper corns. Bring to 


@ boil, reduce the fire, cover and 
simmer slowly for four hours or 
until tender. Let cool in the liq- 
nor. Drain out the ham, place 
in a baking pan, remove the rind 
without touching the fat, leavine 
a strip about four inches around 
the bone. Outline the fat by 
pressing whole cloves around, press 
into the fat one cup of brown 
sugar mixed with half a cup of 
sifted bread crumbs, add to the 
pan two cups of cider and bake a 
nice brown, basting often with the 
cider in the pan. 


BANANA PUDDING 

A. H. W.. Los Angeles, would 
like a recipe for banana puddine. 

Rub four peeled bananas through 
a sieve. Rub to a cream two 
tablespoons of butter and four 
tablespoons of sugar and beat in 
to them one teaspoon of lemon 
juice, half a teaspoon of grated 
lemon rind, one slightly beaten 


egg and one egg yolk, the ban- 
anas and half a cup of thin cream 
or rich milk. Pour into a buttered 
mold, place in a pan of hot water 
and bake in a slow oven until firm 
in the center. Serve with orange 
sauce.
